MONDAY AFTERNOON, 


THK WATE Of ElKOPK. 


In the summer of 1848, a general Revolu- 


tion took p'.acc throughout Continental Eu- 
rop", which resulted in the overthrow of the 
monarchic: 1 ponvr in Fr;inee, Italy, Austria, 
I'm—in, a'ltl some of the smaller German 
St,itv>. awl the substitution of Provisional Go- 
vernments, rct-ojiuizing, to H greater or less 
d1 ^rt-c, tl>< Republican piinciple.
